Fordham «Will Appeal Decision on 
Priating House. 


Because a small séctioh of the rear of 
the printing plant ‘which : the - Jesuits 
plan to erect at Fordham University is 
shown ‘tb be just outside of an unrestrict- 
ed zone area, the Building Department 
ofthe Bronx has refused to approve the 
plans for. the . structure. Robert J. 
Reiley, the. architect, who designed the 
plant, has, appealed the decision of 
Building Superintendent Reville and on 
Tuesday the*case ‘will be heard by the 
Board 6f Appeals, 

The building, is' planned to face Ford- 
ham Road between Emmet Street and 
Ba: te Avenue at a distance of from 
55. to feét-from the former highway. 
Fordham Road ‘is a business street and 
property for 100 feet-on each side of 
the stréet it unrestricted as to the use 
to which it may. be used. 

To provide an architectural setting for 
the building, which is to be Gothic col’ 
legiate and similap to the newer struc- 
tures at Fordham, Mr. Reiley placed 
the building back from the property line 
and partly within the area restricted to 
residential buildings. 

The plan ‘was to utilize the space be- 
twecn Fordham Road and the new print- 
ing plang for lawn and flowers. Jt is 
understood that owners of surrouiding 
property are not opposed to the building 
being erected where the college ficiais 
and Mr. Reiley have planned to build 
it. The character of the structure and 
the plans for developing the gpou ds 
will add to rather than detract from 
the ésthetic and. intrinsic, value of the 
neighborhood, Mr. Reiley said. 

‘The building is being. erected to pub- 
lish The Messenger of the Sacrefi Heart, 
a publication of the Society of the Apos- 
tléship of Prayer. The magazine has 
a circulation of 350,000 scattered through 
the tountry. 

The proposed plant will be one of the 
finest in.the.country for its sizé, stfuc- 
tural and mechanical arrangement. In 
appearance it will be similar to thé 
Medical Sehool Building nearby, which 
was completed several years ago from 

esigns, by Mr. Reiley: . Native stone 
with limestone trimming will be used in 


the ro nce
